“A demand for such a course has deen 
growing yearly and has been requested by the 
trade unions throughout the city,” said 
W. N. Roberts, assitsant superintendent. 
“Members of the electrical workers’ and 
typographical unions are in ta vor of it de- 
cause their apprentices will be enabled to 
gain a better education and follow their 
trade at the same time.

keeping, stenography, typewriting, ete, 
about 4,000; making a total of 10,500. In ad- 
dition, about 13,000 took up the subject of 
English for foreigners, 4,000 elementary 
grade work, 1,200 high school subjects, aad 
1,200 gymnasium and physical training.

MURDER HIDDEN 4 DAYS. 


Son Discovers Crime Against 
Parents When He Arrives 
for Visit. 


New York, Jan. 7.—[{Special.}—Isaac Fut- 
terman, the patriarch, 80 yeare old, and Re- 
becca, his wife, 71 years of age, were mur- 
dered in a little room in the rear of the ten- 
ement at 101 Norfolk street at some hour 
last Wednesday. It was not until today that 
the, hundred people who lived over and 
around the aged couple knew that a quarter 
inch of pine board had screened murder from 
their eyes for four days 

Before dark the detectives and 6 
on guard at the tenement had to fight to 
quiet a daughter of the dead pair, who fought 
to get into the room where the bodies lay. 
Thig woman, Etka Futterman she is called, 
although she was once married ans divorced 
in Russia, the police decided to hold as a 
material witness in the case. They believe 
she is insane, and tonight they uncovered evi: 
dence which indicated she knew much about 
the manner in which the aged patriarch died. 


Brutality Evidence of Madness. 

There was an indication of madness in the 
brutality with which the double murder had 
been committed. 

Futterman was a retired manufacturer who 
had accumulated a small fortune, but always 
refused. to leave the east side neighborhood 
where he settled when he came from Russia 
many years ago. 

The murders would not have been known 
tonight if it had not been that Aaron Futter- 
man, the only son of Isaac, who lives in the 
Bronx. came down to pay a visit to his par- 
ents. He caused neighbors to break into 
the room when he received no answer to hig 
knocks. 

Wounds Many and Vicious. 

The body of Isaac, partly in underciothes, 
sat on the edge of a couch bed with the 
naked shoulders propped against the wall be- 
hind). His head was thrown back so that his 
tong white beard tilted rakishly toward the 
ceiling. His right «Ye was gone, and the 
empty socket showed a wound that had pene- 
truted to the brain; such a wound as might 
have teen made by a dull pointed, slender 
object, pushed viciously upward. There 
was another wound which was plainly vicious 
mutiiation, done after death, and inspired 
by no motive except insane rage. The man’s 
abdomen was terribly, slashed and there were 
cuts running lengthwise from head to foot.

“ The safest people in China during- the 
revol tion are the miasionaries from the 
United States. Both the iniperialists and the 
revolutionists are favorable to them. The 
United States won the heart of China by its 
insistents on the preservation of the integrity 
of the Chinese empire when other nations 
seemed determined to seek its partition. An- 
other cause of gratitude was the return by the 
United States of the $13,000,000 of indemnity 
money following the Boxer rebellion. Such an 
act of magnanimity, the Chinese said, had 
never been knthown on the part ot any other 
nation in all their Aistory.”

OASTING pieces for roasts, ate

the devices in the world for ut 
* ing the least desirable steak cuts 
by boiling, or roasting them really fall far 
short of steak broiled, if pains are taken to 
observe all the nicéties in ita cooking. 

All the stuffings and sedsonings ever de- 
vised, when added to beef steak, are some- 
thing of a delusion, although they may be 
quite suitable with veal: and pork, lghter 
meata, The only reason for ever cooking steak 
by any but the natural method is to secure 
variety, and this is really a valid excuse in 
its, way, for mock dyck, mock goose, 95 — 
bee 
steaks en casserole, etc., may be quite pal- 
ate exciting. They keep the curiosity alive 

and, therefore interest; both ot va have 
some dietetic value.

Professional | cooks prepare innumerable 
dishes with steaks, but thdéy broil them first, 
and variety is secured by garnishes and sauces, 
Filippini, for instance, gives a large number of 
recipes for the cooking. of beef steaks, but, 
unless they are to be minced or chopped, the 
invariable direction is: 

“Mix on a plate a tablespoonful of oil, tea- 
spoonful of salt, and half teaspoonful of 
pepper.

INCREASES GROSS INCOME. 


Companies to Deduct Corporation Lavy 
' from Account. 


The ruling of Internal Revenue Commis 
sioner Cabell of Washington, D. C., to the 
effect that in arriving at the basis for c- 
putation of the federal corporation tax dfyi- 
dends to policy holders of life insurance cm- 
panies cannot be deducted has created con- 
siderable comment in life insurance circies. 
Heretofore the life companies have deducted 
all policy holders’ dividends from the gross 
income. The commissioner rules also that 
dividends left with a company to apply on 
premiums or purchase paid up insurepce 
must be considered as part of the company's 
income, ifasmudh as a company is merely 
a custodian of this fund, which can be used 
only on command of the policy holders. 

The commissioner takes the 18 
the companies and agents dave given the 
pression in their canvass, utora ture and 
sworn statements to insurance commission- 
ers, that dividends in life tnserance paid to 
policy holders are about the same as con- 
mercial dividends paid to the stockholders 
ot corporations. 

H. & Vail, the Chicago life insurance man 
and actuary, is circulating @ petition among 
policy holders to be sent to Commissioner 
Cabell protesting against his ruling and 
stating that the policy hdiders are not re- 
sponsible forthe use of the word dividend“ 
to express the refund or overcharge.
